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WASHINGTON, April 1— Widely di- 
verging views on regulative control of 
common carriers, including a split 
minority presentation, are expressed 
in reports which accompanied tho 
submission of the administration rail- 
road bill to the House by the Inter- 
state Commerce Committee today. 

The measure drafted by Attorney- 
General Wlckersham, at tho instance 
of President Taft, already is being de- 
bated in tli Senate, and In the House 
probably will follow the naval ap- 
propriations bill. Chairman Mann will 
seek to tlx a date on Monday, but 
members of the committee think the 
naval bill will occupy all next week. 

The majority report stamps the pro- 
posed legislation as even more im- 
portant than any preceding acts for 
tho control of interstate and foreign 
railroads, Imposing no undue burdens 
nor interference with railway man- 
agement and conferring large benefit:! 
upon the shippers and public at large. 

The minority report, striking at the 
commerce court provision, declares: 
"No untried, experimental legislation 
of a doubtful constitutional character 
should be entered upon by Congress 
at this time, when neither consumers, 
shippers nor railroads ask for such 
legislation." The minority members 
while earnest advocates of federal 
regulation or supervision of Interstate 
rai'roads, attack the bill as paternal- 
istic 

Still another set of views is pre- 
sented by Messrs. Sim of Tennessee, 
and Russell of Texas, Democratic 
members of the committee, who re- 
fuse to sign the minority report, 
though In favor of some of its fea- 
tures. 

Mr. Richardson of Alabama, who 
signed the minority report, believes 
the bill leads to government owner- 
ship Of railroads, and will offer an 
amendment prescribing physical valu- 
ation instead of fluctuation valuation 
of capital stock as a basis of ascer- 
(a I tabling a reasonable rate. 
st That the corporation tax law will 
f be amended to restrict the operation 
lH I of the publicity feature was virtually 
assure,) today, when the house slighl- 
; ly amended a provision previously 
adopted by the Senate for that pur- 
pose. 

As passed by the House today, the I 
bearing on this subject provides 
that "all corporation tax returns shall 
he open to Inspection only upon order 
of the president, under rules and 
regulations to he prescribed by the 
secretary of the treasury and approv- 
i d by t he president." 

As previously provided by the Sen- 
ate, such corporation tax reports were 
to be "made public when called for 
on by the Senate or the

OTTAWA, April 1.— Mr. Fielding 
gave notice tonight of an important 
resolution, on which a bill will be 
based, providing for changes In the 
subsidy provisions for aid to drydocks. 
This is eleventh hour legislation, but 
it is of a far reaching character. 

At present the act authorizes a sub- 
sidy of three per cent, per annum lor 
twenty years on a maximum expendi- 
ture of $1,500,000, The new act will 
provide for a considerable extension of 
this aid, with a view to encouraging 
the construction of the largest class 
of drydocks, capable of accommodating 
the largest warships of the British 
navy, as well as the largest ocean 
steamers. 

It is' proposed to divide drydocks to 
he either constructed or enlarged into 
three classes, wdtli a varying scale of 
subsidy. 

In the first class will lie drydocks 
for naval and general purposes, and 
on w hich subsidies will he paid at S% 
per cent, per annum of the total cost 
of the work during a period of thirty- 
five years, up to a maximum expendi- 
ture of $4,000,000. It is specified that 
these drydocks, other than floating 
drydocks shall be of a clear length on 
the. bottom of 900 feet, witli an en- 
trance width of 100 feet and a depth 
of 3a feet. In the case of floating 
drydocks, tliev must be able to ac- 
commodate vessels of a. tonnage dis- 
placement of at least 25,000 tons.. It is 
further specified that they must be 
capable of receiving and repairing the 
largest ships of the British navy ex- 
isting at the time at which tile con- 
tract is entered into. 

Drydocks of the second class are 
specified as being those costing not 
more than two and a half million dol- 
lars and of a clear length on bottom 
of 050 feet, with an entrance width of 
85 feet and a depth of 110 feet at high 
water if constructed on tidal waters, 
and of IS feet at ordinary low water 
If constructed on non-tidal waters. In 
the case of floating drydocks of this 
class they must he able to accommo- 
date vessels of a tonnage displacement 
of at least 15,000 tons. The subsidy 
for this class of drydocks shall be 
3 t-2 per cent, per annum on the to- 
tal cost of the work during a period of 
twenty- live years, 

Drydocks of third class will be those 
costing not more than half a million 
dollars, with a length of -100 feet, mi 
entrance width of 85 feet, a tidal depth 
of 22 feet and a depth of IS feet at. 
low water if constructed on non-tidal 
waters. In the case of floating dry- 
docks of this class they must be cap- 
able of accommodating vessels of a 
tonnage displacement of at least 3,800 
tons. The subsidy provided is the 
same as that at present in force, 
namely, 3 per cent, per annum for 
twenty years. 

It is further provided that In case of 
drydocks enlarged or extended under 
the provisions of the act so as to como 
within the specifications required for 
drydocks of the first class, the sub- 
sidy lor such enlargement shall lie on 
the same basis as that allowed for the 
construction of drydocks of the fust 
ilass. Similarly for enlargement or 
extension of drydocks to meet the re- 
quirements "f the second class the 
subsidy shall he :! 1-2 per cent, per 
annum on the cost of such enlarge- 
ment or extension annually, for a 
period of twenty-five years. For en- 
largement or extension of a drydoek 
of the third class, the subsidj will be 
:i per cent, per annum on the cost 
such enlnrgemi nt for a period 
twenty years.

Mr. Perry stated that In one 
way or another he had gambled from 
th,- time he was 10 Mill's old unci that 
he hoped to do so until he died. lie 
looked on gambling as an amusement, 
lie was a member of the Roman 
Catholic church and gumbling was no 
sin in that church and he did nol con- 
sider that anyone had ti right to stop 
him from gambling it' lie desired to 
do so. 

Then in reply to questions from Mr. 
Robertson, Mr. perry made an ex- 
tensive statement. "In l'JOO," he said, 
"during Mayor Morlcy's previous term 
I was surprised one flay to meet a 
man on the street who asked me if I 
was getting my share of tribute. 1 
asked liim what he meant and lie told 
me, 'why, you're collecting the money 
for Mayor .Motley!" 

Mr. Perry saltl that he heard this 
allegation again' and finally felt that 
some of his friends believed it- Ac- 
cordingly, in 190", in the hope of gel - 
tltlf;' to the bottom of the thing, he 
made an extra effort to trace any 
graft that might he going on in China- 
town. He found that none of the po- 
lice, from the Chief down, and that 
none of the Commissioners were re- 
ceiving a cent. The handling of police 
affairs seemed to he entirely in .Mayor 
Morlcy's hands, and despite the fact 
that Mr. .Morley was purporting to 
he carrying on a campaign against 
vice, there never was tin attempt at 
prosecution in Chinatown. Mr. Perry 
stated emphatically that he hud never 
received a cent ..I graft or tribute and 
had nev er purchased a voUl or given a 
bribe. 

"Then.'' . ontinued Mr Perry, "this 
year Mr. Morley was re-elected to the 
Mayoralty and I watch".! with some 
curiosity what would happen when Ihe 
Police 1 'oni mission was appointed, for 
three ..i lour days afterwards— China- 
town having el, .s.-ii up tight on the ap- 
pointment ol the commissioners a 
man who was in a position to know, 
came to me and said that ( 'hlnalow 11 
was going t • 1 reopen and thai a 
schedule had already been arranged.

Mr. Perry 
did not look upon Chinese lottery as 
gambling any more than buying real 
estate on margin was gambling. When 
a man bought a lottery ticket he had 
a better id, .a ,>f what the outcome of 
his contract would be than ho would 
if he bought speculative real estate. 
Mr. Perry had given up playing poker 
because he was such a poor player 
that he lost money all the time. Black 
.lack he eschewed, holding it a puerile 
pastime, which anyone tvho could 
count to IT mifcliL play. However, Mr, 



ferry occasionally indulged in a ses- 
sion of bridge whist, lie played for 
money, not considering that his health 
would be benefited sufficiently by the 
exercise to play for that alone.

j The total collections at the customs 
house during the year which ended on 
march :Ust amounted to $1,724,933.62, 

1 as compared with $1,302,931.45 collect- 
ed during the year ending on March 
31st, 1909. The amount paid In duties 
last ye'\r amounted to $1,240,612.14, as 
compared with $1,029,290 the year be- 
fore. The receipts of the year just 
closed included $-IS.'),912 Chinese rev- 
enue, a considerable advance over the 
amount from this source the year be- 
fore, when $272,943 was paid. During 
the year just closed more Chinese en- 
tered ai this port than during any 
year since the head tax of $500 was 
made payable some years ago. 

There were 957 Chinese who entered 
1 'ana. la for the first time iast year, at 
this port, each of whom paid $500. 
The amounts received from seizures, 
forfeitures, sales, etc., were small. 
I'nelaimed goods sold brought hut 
$10.65, and seizures and forfeitures 
were responsible for but $36.77, while 
but $10 was received In lines and for 
examining and warehouse fees $308.41 
was paid. The increase shown In the 
returns of last month mark the great- 
est increase. The total receipts are 
nearly twice the amount of those of 
the same month last year.

In the six months ending September 
30, 1909, the total of Canadian exports 
were worth $131,189,6515. Of these, 
very nearly hair. In actual figures, 
$65,f»l 3, 7 1 7 worth, went to parts of the 
British Empire, nnd, of course, chiefly 
to the United Kingdom. The l ulled 
States to.k $55,600,643 worth, leaving 
$11,073,643 Tor the rest of the world. 
Our trade with France and Germany 
during that period was almost ident- 
ical 111 value. Prance took $1,396,598 
worth of our exports and Germany 
$1,348,591 worth. The obstacles in the 
way of trade with Germany have been 
removed, and a new commercial treaty 
having been made with Prance, we may 
reasonably expect our exports to those

ROME, March liS— Before an illus- 
trious gathering of cancer specialists 
at Paviu, Professor Rampoldl, a local 
ophthalmlst, presented twenty patients 
formerly victims of malignant tumors 
in the face, eye, lips, mouth and 
tongue, whom ho had wholly cured 
by the use of a tropical plant known 
US Indian liquorice or rosemary tree. 
This plant belongs to the vegetable 
order, whose leaves contain glycer- 
ine and with an egg-shaped seed of a 
deep brilliant scarlet color, hard and 
as big as dried peas. It abounds in 
Abrlna, which Is a wonderful toxiue 
lor the blood. 

Professor Rampoldl began his ex- 
periments ten years ago by treating 
external cancerous growths, and has 
achieved about a hundred definite 
cures. Of these growths about ten 
wore located within the cavity and 
walls of the mouth; others ol' his pati- 
ents were examined at the meeting 
and had their skin in a perfectly nor- 
mal state. They were persons known 
to have had the entire face and fore- 
head covered, which for main- months 
witll cancerous sons thought to he 
Incurable. The most notable results 
presented were that of a girl, in whom 
cancer of the ry'o had previously made 
such ravuges as to have eaten away 
part of the socket-hone, and three 
others where the glands had been af- 
fected. 

Rampoldl claims that his method

Tftey both as- 
cended the ladder, got ontn the narrow 
scaffold, and succeeded in placing the 
unconscious man in the boatswain's 
chair" used by the steeplejacks, and in 
lowering him safely to the ground. 

.Neither of them had previously had 
experience of climbing chimneys, and, 
In addition to climbing a vertical lad- 
der 180 feet high, they had to deal 
with an unconscious man mi a narrow 
open scaffold, ami they also ran the 
risk of being overcome b> the gas 
fumes.

British Columbia cricket clubs have 
been asked to co-operate with clubs 
In Manitoba, Alberta and Saskatche- 
wan in the formation of a "Western 
Canada Cricket Association. The 
father of the scheme Is A. Ft. Morri- 
son, of Winnipeg, who recently paid 
a visit to Vancouver, Victoria and 
other points between here and Winni- 
peg, [f hit's been felt generally that 
the time has arrived when such an 
association would insure the West 
representation in ail Canadian cricket 
matches and would also be a means 
of bringing together cricketers from 
all parts in a yearly tournament, 
which would be held in Winnipeg, 
Calgary,- Edmonton and Pacific Coast 
cities, j 

It is confidently expected that the 
entire Province of British Columbia 
will lend Its hearty support to the 
movement, as it will be in the Inter- 
ests of the game to organize such an 
association. The Vancouver Cricket 
Club will probably take the matter 
up at the next meeting, While the 
Victoria clubs are also considering 
the advisability of joining with the 
clubs In Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta in the organization of the 
new association. 

The Winnipeg Free Press, comment- 
ing on the scheme, says: 

"The formation of the Western Can- 
ada Cricket Association — an an- 
nouncement of which appears else- 
where — must undoubtedly give the 
West an opportunity of taking her 
place In the cricket world of Canada, 
in th\ long history of the Dominion 
we living west of the Great Lakes 
have been altogether obscured In the 
great sport of the -Motherland. There 
never lias been an opportunity of any 
account to test the relative merits of 
the Bast and West and with such an 
organization as Is planned coming 
into existence the East will have to 
listi n to the cries from afar off.

ABERDEEN LINER 

PERICLES IS WRECKED 

Twin Sorow Passenyer Vessel of 11,000 
Launched in 1908 Lost Off West 
Australian . Coast. 



PERTH, Wost Australia, April 1.— 
The big British liner Pericles was 
wrecked six miles south of Cape Leeu- 
wln, tho southwest point of Australia, 
today. 

The passengers nnd crew took to the 
small boats and all were landed safely. 
Soon ofter being abandoned the steam- 
er disappeared beneath tho waters. 

Tim Pericles was a new vessel, hav- 
ing been built at Belfast 111 1908, and 
was owned by (!. Thompson and Co., 
Ltd., of London. She registered 1,000 
tons. Her length was 500 feel, beam 
62 feet. 

The Pericles struck a rock in a fierco 
gale. Tho captain turned her to the 
shore, but the steamer had only cover- 
ed three miles when her plight became 
desperate. The lifeboats were launch- 
ed and the passengers embarked hur- 
riedly, many only partly clothed, fn 
spite of the gale, all reached' the life 
house and wore landed safely, hut lost 
all their possessions. A vessel started 
tonight to transfer the passengers to 
Fremantle.

MONTREAL, April 1.— Twenty stu- 
dents of McGlll University have been 
laid low by measles, The patients in- 
clude both men and women students. 

That the authorities have been dis- 
turbed by iho spread of the disease 
was evidenced u couple of weeks ago 
when a petition from 75 students itsk- 
iiiK that a dance take place after tho 
vaudeville shew, was declined o:i the 
ground that it would be unwise to 
permit the students to come into clone 
contact witli each other. At Unit lime 
the matter was referred to the chief 
officers ef the medical faculty and the 
decision was given out after their 
opinion had been expressed. 

There are two varieties of the 
measles, none being ef the milil Ger- 
man type, 'Die ordinary cases huvc 
been sent to the Alexandra IJoaiiital, 
while the milder ones have been per- 
mitted to remain at the boarding' 
houses.
